Good advice. 
Around 1970 I was working with a new amp. 


I had a pair of 3-500's. Power supply was a 4160V_ pole pig 
with choke input supply. Had a cap across the choke tuned to 
exact resonance. Parts were from a buddy who worked for the 
local power supplier. So the filter cap was a big oil filled 
power line power factor correction cap. All big HV stuff. 


When I would power up the amp, the tubes would flash from 
anode to grid. Booming noise. Collapsed the plate choke. I 
disconnected the HV lead to the tubes and stuck a meter on 
the HV supply through nice new 20kV insulated leads. 


I stood on a rubber HV blanket the line men used to work on 
power lines. One hand in pocket. Turned on the toggle switch 
and zappp, the HV lead blew in two. Came out of the cabinet 
like a snake and attached itself to my wrist on the hand 
holding the toggle. As I drew back there was a big stinking 
arc. Eventually the primary fuses blew. 


Had a crispy toasted arm and I can still see the part where 
I had a half dollar sized black charred meat, and the 
toggle marks are still on my thumb and index finger. 


I watched the clock go around counting the seconds waiting 
for lights out. I was trying to recall how long the brain 
would live after the heart stopped. After I counted off two 
minutes, I thought "Hey, I'm not dead". Hollered to my wife 
"hey honey, I think we need to go to the hospital." Off we 
went. The dummies never checked my heart, just treated me 
for first, second, and third degree burns on my hand and 
arm. 


Back home I figured out what was happening. The rectifiers 
were chopping up the AC and banging the resonant choke with 
pulses. Choke and cap stored it up like a tank circuit, and 
dumped it out all at once as a big starting spike. I puta 
big gap across the choke and sure enough, it would blow a 
big arc on start up. Moved the choke to the high frequency 
Side of resonance and all problems went away. 


Lucky this didn't kill me and my wife, had she found me 
hanging and touched me with the juice on. 


Opening the 20 amp mains fuses with my wrist and several kV 
was the worse thing I ever remember. Usually I feel really 
good after getting a poke, wide eyed and bushy tailed. Not 
after that poke! Only thing that saved me was working on 
that mat and having a hand in my pocket.
